The next day he WM 
taken before the governor and he fined 
him $40 and ordered him to b* confined 
at hard labor for 10 days. 
This means 


to work all day under a native soldier 
and be looked up ic jail at night. 


"If I get out of this place alive I will 


have all of tbe marine corps that I rare 
for. 
We get liberty until-9 every night 


but if a man breaks bis liberty for even 
two hours he will get locked up for 
nine days, then be will be tried and 
fined S20 to $30. 


"We are just after burying one of our 


men today. This makes five men and 
two officers we have lost by death. 
There is one officer and five men going 
home this week on account of sickness. 
The men are suffering with heart trou- 
ble and the officer has an eye affliction. 
There are 52 men on tbe sick list 
to- 


day."

Troop A, cavalry, will march to the 
camp, and upon receipt of this order 
will report by letter to the brigade 
commander for special instructions. 


JJng.-Gen. Elbert Wheeler, inspector- 


general, will make such inspection of 
the brigade during the encampment as 
he may consider advisable, and will re- 
poit at once any company in which 
tents are marked or delacai, or nails or 
screws inserted in the poles. 


Regimental commanders will cause 


their companies to be mustered each day 
of the encampment, and will permit no 
man to be present as part of their com- 
mands who has not passed the required 
medical examination and beau regularly 
enlisted. 


No enlistment will be 'made between

Washington, May 4.—Governor Leary 


has sent to the navy department another 
of his characteristic official reports about 
uffairs iu Ouam, including the results of 
n thorough census taken under his direc- 
tion and a financial staieiut-nt of the first 
six niouihs of his administration, which 
shows a gratifying and growing surplus 
of Mexican dollars in the island treasury. 
American money has not yet tlatere,i into 
circulation iu Guam, and the figures in 
the balance sheet represent the silver cur- 
rency left there by the Spaniards. 
The 


amount in the local treasury on July 1, 
1S99, was $2,171.51. The receipts from 
July 1 to Jan. 1 last were $9,415.25, and 
the expenditures for the same period j 
were $0,7($7.CU, leaving in the treasury I 
on Jan. 1, 1800. $4,810.07. The receipts j 
will not be so large for the remainder of j 
the fiscal year, as the tax on marriage 
licenses will not be so productive, but the 
expenses will be proportionately reduced, 
as many of the improvements have been 
completed. 


The governor reports that the evapo- 


rating plant is iu excellent condition, but 
he is still without nn ice machine, with 
the hot -weather almost at hand. The 
steam sawmill had been erected and was 
ready for work. A telephone system had 
been installed and was in successful oper- 
ation between Agaua, the capital, and 
Piti, the port. The officers of the Yo- 
seinste were still engaged on the topo- 
graphical survey of the island, which 
would have been finished within a few 
months. In fact, all was well at Guam, 
and life there would be perfect with a re- 
frigerating plant and a good library. 


Population of Guam. 


The tabulated enumeration of the pop- 


ulation of Guam was forwarded by the 
secretary of the navy to the director of 
the census to be included in the total for 
the United States. It shows that Guam 
had a population of 8,(>'ol persons on 
Jan. 1. 1900. 
Of these 3.24!) lived iu the 


capital city of Agana. In the district of 
Agana are five villages, which, with their 
population?, are: Auiga, 140: Asan, 2o.">; 
Tehungan, 200; Sinahana. 1-M, and Caro- 
linas, 90. The five towns on tho island 
outside of the district of Agana, with 
their totals, are: Agat, 744; Sumay, oGo; 
Uniatta, 236; ilorizo, 491; Inarahau. 518. 
Of the total population of the island 
3,128 are males over 7 years old. 3,680 
are females over 7 years, and 1,853 are 
children under 7 years. Governor Leary 
says nothing about the state of health on 
the island, but from his requisitions for 
medicines and surgical supplies the na- 
tives are evidently patronizing the naval 
medical officers with an astonishing va- 
riety of complaints. 


General H. G. Otis In Police Court. 
Los Angeles. May 4.—General Harri- 


son Gray Otis, former commander of the 
Third brigade in Manila and editor of 
The Daily Times, yesterday afternoon 
appeared in a police court to answer a 
charge of assault preferred by W. E. 
Kcain, a newspaper man. The ease was 
continued. The story as told by Keam is 
to the effect that X. L. Chapin. an artist 
of The Times, got into a row in a restau- 
rant Wednesday afternoon.. Iteam, for- 
merly editor of The Time:-, iiow 011 an 
evening paper, went to the office of The 
Times to get (Jhapin's version of the 
Ftory-

Chapin. AVheu he saw Ream, he took a 
Cuban machete, Ream says, and chased 
him out of the room.

THE FRIGHTFUL FORCE GENERATED 


BY THE EXPLOSION. 


Vibratioa* Wbieb Mar C»u*e Deafness,

numerous. 
Kveu professors of chemistry 


and physfcs are slumped when they want 
to ditifcromiaTe all the ^ases &et loose nnd 
the pec«lier effects they induce. The puff 
of whitish &muke, the iash of lire, the dim 
image of the flying projectile, the rour ::::d 
the recoil are all familiar, but back of all 
these is a complex mass of phenomena 
most bewildpring to the mind of any but 
en artillery expert. 


First, the cubes, disks, hexagons or ir- 


regular lumps of powder are chemically 
transformed into a powerful, expanding 
gas the instant firing takes place. Then 
ihero are innumerable byproducts that 
even chemists do not understand. 


It has been calculated that only about 


•J3 per cent ky weight of the powder is 
converted by the explosion into gas. 
Tho 


remaining 57 per cent becomes a liquid 
the moment of explosion, and on solidify- 
ing becomes potassium sulphate, potas- 
sium carbonate and potassium sulpbide. 
A great many other combinations take 
place, and various solids are for«ned which 
have never been successfully analyzed. 


Tho ordinary charges placed in the 12 


inch guns of the United States warships 
during this complicated chemical trans- 
formation exert a pressure on the walls of 
the cannon of about 43 tons to the square 
inch. This force serves to start the pro- 
jectile and develops a speed of 2,019 fegt 
per second by the time the shot reaches the 
muzzle of the cannon. Up to thia stage of 
the explosion the chemical action has goue 
on in perfect silence. The tremendous re- 
port which plays such havoc with tho 
nerves of the gunners is not caused by the 
explosion itself. But as the projectile 
emerges from the muzzle it leaves behind 
it a vacuum in the barrel of the gun, and 
the report is caused by the a'ir in its rush 
to fill up this empty space. 


The forces exerted by these gases in ex- 


panding seem, to radiate in all directions 
from the cannon, as ripples are caused by 
dropping a pebble in a pool of still water. 
As a matter of fact, it has been discovered 
cL-at. these lines of forces are exceedingly 
complicated affairs and play vci'y queer 
pranks about the cannon. As a result, i 
few people know just which is the safest 
or the mof,t dangerous position for a gun- 
ner to take beside his gun. 
The center of 


•disturbance at the moment of explosion is 
the mouth of the gun. In the case of the 
great 13 inch guns on our monitors » posi- 
tion back of tho gun is much easier than 
one nearer the muzzle. 


In addition to this force there is an im- 


mense pressure exerted on the sides of the 
cannon. ?o that another distinct series of 
shocks ;:!#o radiates outward from tho bar- 
rel oi the gun. These are in turn more or

without roilcing that she wears always 
about her neck or fastened at seme part cf 
her gown a largo medal. Its history is 
full of interest. Alexander II, emperor of 
Russia, wasan ardent lover of music- At 
the rime of his visit to Great- Britain he 
heard for the first time at Her Majesty's 
theater in London Thcrese Caroline Tiet- 
jens, the great prima donna of the day. 
She was then giving her impersonation of 
Valentine in "Tho Huguenots." Alex- 
ander was enchanted with her mighty so- 
prano voice. She became a great favorite 
with him, and he would never miss, if 
possible, an opportunity to hear her sing. 
As a mark of his favor he presented her 
with the medal, simply requesting that at 
her death she would bequeath it to one as 
great as she- 


The modal is fully 3 inches in diameter 


and is of Persian antiquity, although the 
largo turquoise in the center is a Rus=ian 
amulet. It is supposed to prosper tho 
wearer and is a token of distinction. In 
its peculiar workmanship it is without a 
rival. A very long chain, also Persian in 
design, is attached to the medal. On the 
death of Mine. Tietjens in England, Oct. 
3, 1877, it was foxuid that she had willed 
tie medal to Hermine Kudersdorff, who 
was then probably the best appreciated 
concert singer in Europe. She had been 
born at Ivanowsky, in the Ukraine, where 
her father was taiown as 'a famous violin- 
ist- In 1871-3 she was engaged by tho 
Boston festivals, and afterward made her 
permanent home in this country. Her 
singing of Medea at the Crystal palace is 
still remembered by many. After she re- 
tired from public life she devoted herself 
to the teaching of music.

Thursby was one of her pupils. 


Miss Thursby was born in Brooklyn. 


She studied under Achillo Erani, and at 
Milan under San Giovanni and Lanrperti. 
While she was .completing her studies in 
America with Mnie- Budcrsdorff the latter 
had an opportunity to become acquainted 
with her voice. At the time of her ex- 
tended trip through Europe she was greet- 
ed everywhere with enthusiasm.

Sweden the people took the horses from 
her carriage that they might have tho 
honor of drawing it themselves. It is not 
surprising that to so beloved a pupil 
Mmc. Budarfdorff should have bequeathed 
the medal. It is said to be the only orna- 
ment Miss Thursby ever wears.—Ex- 
change.

walk, tho greyhound is brushed and 
groomed. When the prrcyhound is at eser- 
uitw, ho weoi'B a thick "sheet." This ia 
exchanged for ono of thinner quality when 
he is at homo. 


Tho will king exereise nlor.o is not .suffi- 


cient, however. Every oilier clay thb grey- 
hound is galloped, and this is done 111 the 
following manner: A kennel man holds 
tho ilvKS. 
Tho trainer walks away for 


nearly half a mile. At a given signal tho 
kennel man releases ono of tho dogs, who 
naturally gallops toward tho trnlncr-. 
When the dog has got away about 20 
yards, another dog is released, and so the 
process goes on xmtil all tho dogs ore run- 
ning toward the trainer at a distance of 
about 20 yards from each other. 
If tho 


dogs were allowed to IMU together, they 
would cither play or flghtwlth each other, 
and tho leading dog must bo a vo-y good 
ouo at galloping, or tho gailop will bo 
spoiled.—Kansas City Journal.

MILITARY POST FLAGS. 


Patriotic and Isupirtnc Dally lacltUnt ot 


the Lowering of Old Glory. 


Now when the sunset gun is fired at a 


United States military poet, OJd Glory 
come* down amid most Impressive cere- 
monies and not as formerly when loosened 
halyards allowed the flag to descend with 


run, to fall on the ground and 1* bun- 


dled up in a manner that bore no marks 
of the respect due to the emblem of our 
nation. The old and unseemly mode of 
procedure has been entirely changed, 
thanks to a patriotic sentiment that de- 
manded that all ceremonies having to »lo 
with the stars and stripes be performed 
decently and Jn order. It wai in response i 
to that sentiment that the army bonrd on 
drill regulations adopted an entirely new 
and most effective system ami ono that 
was suggested and urged by Captain W. 
B. Hamilton of the Seventh United States 
artillery. 


Immediately before the time of lowrcing 


ihe flag the force at the,post'"fall in" 
ready for roll call at the foot of the staff, 
where every man can see the stars and 
Rtripcfi as they are illumined by the part- 
ing rays of the sun. Then comesthe meas- 
ured roll call, followed by the buglers 
sounding a "retreat,." When the last note 
of "the bnglo is heard, the gun is fired, and 
all the men are brought to "attention." 
If they are armed, arms are presented, and 
visitors and bystanders always1 remove 
their hats. 


Then the band, which stands on the 


parapet, immediately below the flag, plays 
"The Star Spangled Banner." \Vhen the 
playing begins, the flag starts down, not 
hurriedly, but deliberately and in rhythm 
with the music. As the moving air fans 
its bright folds, that are given an Impulse 
by the measured motions of the halyards, 
they wave In time to the musio and per- 
fect the harmony of sound, action and sen- 
timent. 


When the last bar of patriotic musio is 


completed and the final inch of the hal- 
yards played out, the flag is not allowed 
to touch the ground. A sergeant and his 
detail stand ready to receive it, and four 
men appointed for the purpose take it in 
(heir outstretched .arms and fold it, care- 
fully. 
Then it is carried to tho guard- 


house, placed in a box especially provided 
for it and kept under careful guard until 
the morning.—New York Herald.

Important Decision In United 


States Circuit Court. 


RA7 C A T C I N C K SHIPS 
HICCOUGHS. 


OOISTITUTIOH EXTEHDB TO ISLABD i 


Loebrea Hold* That Military 


Trial of \atlve Would Xot Have 
Be*n Coa»titntiOB*l After ftntlfica- 
«lo» of Peace. 


St. Paul, May 4.—In the United States 


circuit court Judge Ixtehrou has made 
ihe first Itga: det-isiou regarding jlic 
status of Porto Kic-o. holding that tht- 
constitution of the United Statt-s extends 
ex proprio rigore to that island aud its 
ittople. 
The ease was that of Kafael 


Ortiz, the Porto Kican who was renjand- 
ed back to Stillwater prison. The deci- 
sion Ji regarded by legal authorities as 
far-recdiing, 
touching 
constitutional 


points which have of late entered iuto 
national affairs. 
In denying Ortiz his 


libe; ly Judge Lochren based his chief cl>- 
jec-tjuii on the fact that the treaty of 
Pail; was "open" for some time owing 
to the date of its ratification. 


In presenting the state's side of the 


<-ase Assistant District Attorney Purdy 
contended that the proceedings of the 
military commission which tried . and 
condemned Ortiz were regular under the 
law; that the provisions o' the constitu- 
tion of the United States did not extend 
to Porto Itieo immediately upon the sign- 
ing of the treaty of peace between Spain 
and the United States, but awaited the 
ratification of the. treaty by the United 
Sates senate and the Spanish cortt-w, and 
that in the meantime the island was 
properly governed by the military arm of 
the United States. 
Crime Committed DnrinK Rebellion. 


Judge Lochren in his decision held 


(Irfragkborough versus Blake. 5 AVhcaton. 
U. S. V.; Cross versus Harrison. 1G 
Howard. T7_ S-. and other cases) that by 
the cession of Porto Rico that Wand be- 
came an integral part of the United 
States and that the federal constitution 
thereupon <jx proprio vijrore extended 
over the island and its people. Upon au- 
thority, oj the case ex part»- M'llignn (4 
\ValIae?, ;U. S£> tbe.>jn£ge lu-u} that a 
military "commission such as that? hcfijfo" 
whii-h Ortiz was tried could have no ju- 
risdiction in time of peace to try a criminal 
accusation against a civilian. The treaty 
of Paris was not fully established- until 
the formal exchange of ratifications on 
April It, 1S9!>. hence pence did not pre- 
vail in Porto Itico until that date. 


Ortiz was arrested, tried by a military 


' <-ommisson and convicted in February. 
]S!)f>. and hence Judge Lochren refused 
his discharge from imprisonment on the 
ground that he was tried, convicted aurl 
sentenced by a war court sitting at a 
place -within the theater of war. 


The writ of habeas corpus was there- 


fore denied. Judge Willie for the pris- 
oner entered exceptions to the order and 
gave notice of appeal to the United 
States supreme cotnt. 


Rare Vnxes Seined. 


New York. May 4.—Two Chinese vases 


of rare beauty and snid to be valued.at 
$40,000 have been seized at tho French 
line pier for alleged evasion of the cus- 
toms law*. Deputy Collector Phelps, 
who confiscated the goods, and Customs 
Inspector Charles A. Traittour are great- 
ly pleaded with the result. Curio dealers, 
however, express the belief that the 
movement displays au excess of zeal on

However, tho rfmedy 
that was most ofton recommended, cvcji 
by those outside rhc medical world, was 
amyl nitrate, which is one of the hiccough 
medicines most valued by physicians. 


Medical science recognizes various classes 


of treatment for hiccoughs, and doctors 
talk profoundly of antispasmodic, empir- 
ical :md physiological methods, but in an 
obstinate case all three classes of remedies 
are tried with beautiful impartiality, and 
even the unscientific suggestions of old j 
ladies arc not scorned. 
Annspasmodic 


roiuedies include chloral, amyl nitrate, co- 
caine and morphine. In case of inflam- 
mation local bleeding, leeches and ico ap- 
plications are tried, and if the trouble is 
duo to gastritis, bismurh, magnesia and 
eocair.e are valuable. If the hiccoughs are 
of tho irritative variety, the nccess-ity is to 
re-move tbe cause of irritation.

not always s-o easy as it, sounds, but it is 
a safe thing to give a dose of castor oil on 
faith. 


Neurotic hiccoughs, being a nervous af- 


fection, require nerve treatment. Valerian 
aud asafericla aro given, but one of tho 
most comraou methods of treatment is to 
raise tho patient's arms above li.ts bead- 
and thciijbrins strong pressure to bear on 
the phrenic nerve, which is located near 
the collar bone. It is frequently the ease, 
that where all deeply scientific ireatmoris 
fails ,somo. one of the simpler empirical 
remedies will effect 11 cure, and one of thes:1 
remedies1 lias had n long; and honorable 
career, for true find", mention of it us f.ir 
back as the time of Plato. 


Hiccoughs jiro not respecters of persons 


and evidently did not hesitate to :'ttark 
even the noble Athenians, for iu Plato's 
symposium one reads that tho physician 
Erysimachus recommended to Ariflo- 
phancs, who had hiccoughs, that ho should 
hold his breath or gnrglo with cold water, 
and if tho hiccoughs would not yield to 
that treatment ho must tickle his nose un- 
til he sneezed.

tea, which is given on the principle that 
to lose one's breath is the same thing its to 
hold it. 


Some physicians advise '' rhythm icjil

Digestive Processes Are Carried on 


In Its Living Cells. 


It is more than 2,000 years since phi- 


losophers began to speculate about the 
food of plants and what we may term 
their ''digestive" processes, but it is only! 
dm ing the la^t half centuiy that really I 
clear and di'tinite notions concerning "ie, 
food supplies of the vegetable \\oiltl have | 
been generally accepted by scientific men. | 


As far as is known, tbe first botanical 


experiment ever performed was conduct- i 
ed by Van Ilelmont. lie placed in a pot 
200 pounds of dried eaith, and in it lie 
planted a willow -branch which weighed 
tive pounds, lie kept the whole covered 
up and daily watered tho earth with rain- 
water.- After-five yoar&* growth the wil- 
lov, was rnkcu up and agrfin' weighed 
and was found to ha\e gained 1(54 puunds. 
Tlie earth in the pot was dried and 
weighed ami had lost only two ounces. 


Knowledge was not yet sufficiently ad 


vaneed to enable Van Ildmont to inter I 
pret thebe striking results i-urrectly. and ' 
he came to the einiueoiih conciiiMim that! 
the incrw-cd weight of the plant was duel 
to the water which had been supplied to j 
the roots. He therefore looked upon this I 
c-xprniiieiiL as supporting the 
theory 


which lie had advanced—viz, that plants 
required no focd but water. 


Stephen Hales advanced the M-.hject a 


ureat step by indicating that much of the 
increase in weight of plants was derived 
from carbon dioxide In the air. 


Vegetable cells contain a liquid known 


as ''coll sap," which is water holding in 
solution various materials which have 
been takou up from without by the roots 


leaves. These material*, are thus 
:lit in contact with the imiloplaitu, 


which causes them to undergo chauges in 
composition which piopare them to be 
added to the substance of the plant. 
Thus it is in the protoplasm of the In ing 
cells of the plant that thoie "digestive" 
processes are carried on which Aristotle 
believed to occur in the soil. 
We see, 


tken. that the living cells are micro- 
scopic laboratories in which the digestion 
of the food of the plant is carried on.— 
Knowledge.
